JURY FIND MAN

A Jury of six men ‘and “a woman held “at the:

Mr Justice A. D. Scholes 
ordered Yiu to be detained in 
the Mental Hospital or st Stanley 
Prison “until Her Majesty’s 
Pleasure Is known.” 

The Jury reached their verdict 
after hearing evidence from Dr 
Chung Cho-man, of the Mental 
Hospital, and from the accused 
himself.
